"The department of agriculture to­ 
day pay* $60,000 annually into the 
state treasury. The new hill would 
make the department a liability in­ 
stead of an asset by requiring an an­ 
nual appropriation from the state of 
$225,000," Representative Soilie said. 
"Taxpayers of Alanama would pay 
$1,260,000 in four years time for ‘new. 
jobs' created under the enactment of 
the code.” &. M. Mauldin, represent­ 
ing the Shelby County farm bureau 
association, told the committee. 
"The bill takes away the power of 
the commissioner of agriculture and 
vests authority in a self perpetuating 
board," Mr. Mauldin declared. 
Other representatives n*om South­ 
ern Alabama protested against the 
section providing for the fencing of 
stocklanda, declaring it meant “ runn- 
ation of the industry." 
Newspaper editors and publishers 
will be allowed to exchange advertís-j 
ing space with railroads for passes 
by a bill concurred in the house 53 to 
21 and which becomes effective with 
the signature of Governor Brandon, 
A measure providing rigid regula­ 
tion of poolrooms and billiard halls 
in the state was passed in the house.
